directed the clerk to omit them. 

He spoke of these deeds as barbarous 
atrocit‘es, and as inhuman cruelties and 
said that Weyler was a demon rather than 
a general. 

He denounced the idea of putting such a 
man in command of 100,000 troops to ride 
roughshod, kill and siaughter a feeble body 
of people, and he declared (in the most sol- 
emn terms) that if this kind of policy is 
pursued by Spain in Cuba and if the people

He doubted not that acts of cru- 
elty had been practiced by both Spaniards 
and Cubans. Congress was called upon to 
recognize as a fact that which it did not 
know was a fact. 

He declared that he was not in sympathy 
with any declaration of a purpose to take 
up arms against Spain in the interest of 
Cuba. Chickens had an uncomfo-table 
way of coming home to roost. The United 
States had no right to violate any one of 
tne principles of international law. ais 

Congress had no power to make a recog- 
nition of Cuban belligerency or indepen- 
dence, and if-it had the power, the facts 
did not justify such recognition. 

Allen Is for Independence. 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, con- 
tended that the power of recognizing bel- 
ligerency or.independence resided in con- 
gress, not in the chief executive. 

He declared himself in favor of a resolu- 
tion recognizing not only belligerent r’ghts, 
but complete independence.

Signed by Residents of Tampa, Who

Washington, February 28.—Senator Mor- 
gan today received the following telegram 
from Tampa, Fla.: 

‘Senator Morgan—In Guatao, seven miles 
from the suburbs of Havana, on Saturday, 
February 22d, at 2:30 o’clock, the insurgents 
retired from the town. 

“At 6 o’clock 300 Spanish soldiers entered, 
murdering non-combatants to the number 
of twenty-two, among whom were even 
Spaniards and sick men, a boy of fifteen 
and an old man of seventy-two years. 

“The violation of young girls was only 
prevented through the protests of Spanish 
residents. Fifteen innocent non-combatants 
have been taken to Mariano for trial. This 
news has been reeeived “through letters 
from reliable parties and; since confirmed 
by living. witnesses, whe have just arrived 
from the scene of the butenery.

CONSTABLES FIRED ON. 


MOB IN CAROLINA HANDLES 
SHOTGUNS AND PISTOLS. 


Twe Officers of the Law Badly Wound- 
ed—They Claim To Have Recog- 
nized Their Assailants. 


_ Charleston, S. C., February 28.—(Special.) 
Tonight at 11 o’clock while Dispensary 
Constables Jenkins, of Darlington fame,and 
Redmond were on their way to the eounty 
jail they were stopped by a posse of un- 
known men and fired upon, 

‘About twenty shots were fired in rapid 
succession. Both constables fell and are 
badly wounded. Jenkins was shot in the 
left hand, taking off one finger and Icdging 
in the wrist, also through one arm. An- 
other ball passed thruugh the calf of the 
right leg, and still another, from 2 ehotgun, 
in the back. 

Redmond received several shotgun loads 
in the right arm and side, with a variety 
of pistol balls, and is thought to be mor- 
tally wounded, 

It is now thought four men did the shoot- 
ing. Neither Jenkins nor Redmond return- 
ed the fire, as they wore outnumbered and 
they made every effort to get to the jail. 
Both constables say they recognized the 
men who fired upon them. Dr. J. W. Bell 
Was called at once, but no particulars can 
be learned further than above stated. 


SMALLPOX IN ARMENIA. 
Ravages of Disease Added to Suffering 
from Starvation. 
Washington, February 28.—A long tele- 
gram was received by Secretary Olney 
from Minister Terrell, at Constantinople, 

telling of great distress in Armenia. 

He says that the inhabitants ‘of Zeitoun 
and its vicinity are suffering © 
ravages of smallpox and other “@iseases, 
and from want of food. Relief expedi- 
tions are fitting out as fast as possible. The 
progress is, however, necessarily slow and 
uncertain because the valleys are deep in 
mud and almost impassable, while the 
mountains are filled with snow and the 
weather is unusualiy cold. The English 
vice consul at Zeitoun has sent relief to 
Harpoot and the sultan has issued an inr- 
perial decree forwarding protection and 
facilities to Miss Clara Barton. 


Will of General Mahone. 

Petersburg, Va., February 28.—In corpor- 
ation court this afternoon the will cf the 
late General Mahone was probated. The 
will is a very voluminous document. It 
provides for the distribution of all the prop- 
erty of the deceased pretty equally among 
his wife and children. The estate, it is 
supposed, will prove insolvent if the credi- 
tors should press for immediate payment. 
It consists largely of valuable coal land 
interests, in large mining properties and 
stocks of different kinds. 


Shortage Grows Larger. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 28.—The expert 
engaged in examining the accounts of ex- 
City Treasurer Moreland today reported to 
City Comptroller Gourley, a farther shert- 
age of $2,726. The comptroller’s report of 
the discovery will be given to a special 
rmecting of the common council next Tues- 
day.

ENGLISH PAPERS GIVE THE IRISH 
EARL A ROAST. 


His Behavior Is Designated as Quite 
Unusual for a Man—His Latest 
Appointment. 

London, February 28.—Concerning the 
action of the New York Yacht Club in re- 
gard to Lord Dunraven, The Westminster 
Gazette says the expulsion of the earl is

The 
paper says it is at a loss to understand 
them and considers the assertion that the 
letter written by Lord Dunraven tender- 
ing his resignation has not been received 
as a matter of interest. It is clear, it says, 
that if the letter had been acknowledged 
by the club Captain Ledyard’s fireworks 
would have been quenched. We are ata 
loss to understand, The Globe says, why 
it was that the club had not received the 
letter at 9 o’clock last evening, which had 
been published in the New York papers of 
that afternoon. We are strongly inclined 
to the belief that if the letter had not 
reached the secretary it was for the reason 
that arrangements were made to prevent 
his receiving it. It will be remembered, 
the paper adds, that in the earlier stages 
of the controversy, the period at which a 
certain note was received was the subject 
of some dispute and the cause of a deal 
of trouble.

Mr. Spencer Pratt’s Report. 

Mr. Spencer Pratt, of Alabama, who is 
the United States consul at Singapore, 
sends the government a very interesting 

ort on the culture of Sumatra tobacco. 

he tobacco is used in the form of wrap- 
pers on our best cigars, and every cigar 
smoker must be interested in the facts 
about it. 

Mr. Pratt says: 

“It was in the year 1862 that an Arab 
drew the attention of a commercial house 
in Batavia to the district of Deli, on the 
@€ast goast of Sumatra, a country where 
pepper and tobacco were being produced, 
and where a good market could be found 
for European goods. . This led to a com- 
mercial expedition to Deli, in March, 1863, 
which expedition was joined by Mr. J. Nien- 
huys, a tobacco planter in Java, with the 
special object of inspecting the soil in Deli, 
and seeing whether it was suitable for to- 
bacco cCuiiivation. Received with open 
arms by the then sultan of Deli, Mahmood 
Per- Alam, the commercial agents 
entered into commercial and agricultural 
agreements, but these agreements for va- 
rious reasons came to nothing, and the only 
resuit of the expedition was that Mr. Nien- 
huys obtained a firm footing in Deli. 

“Being provided with the necessary funds 
by a firm in Rotterdam, Mr. Nienhuys 
sent his first fifty bales to Europe in 1865, 
and, in 1866, 189 bales, and this tobacco at- 
tracted the attention of experts to such an 
»@xtent that Mr. Janssen, on the 
advice of a tobacco merchant, and having 
full confidence in the report of Mr. Nien- 
huys, who had gone to Amsterdam, decided 
to assist him financially, especially as Mr. 
Nienhuys had taken with him very favor- 
able offers of concession from the sultan 
of Deli. The fifst results of this new en- 
terprise were very favorable; the first ship- 
ment of the 1868 crop was sold in that year 
for 2.25 florins per half kilogram (9014 cents 
per 11 pounds), and this was an induce- 
ment to extend the undertaking. 

“Assistance was given Mr. P. W. Janssen 
by the Netherlands Trading Society of Am- 
sterdam, and in May, 1859, Mr. Clemen 
went to Deli to secure land for a company 
that was to be formed and otherwise assist 
Mr. Nienhuys. Mr. Clemen died five months 
later, but this did not interfere with the 
starting of the company, the articles of 
asscciation of which were signed on Oc- 
tober 28, 1868, the company to start from 
November 1, 1869, with a capital of 300,000 
guilders. 

‘“As to the mode of cultivation, the plant- 
ing is done by Chinese coolies, imported 
chiefly direct from China. When the num- 
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ber from China proves tnbuilicient Chiness 
ber from China proves insufficient, Chinese 
contract. par

on that field, and he gets payment for his 
labor when the tobacco is ripe and delivered 
by him to his master. When he delivers 
his tobacco the cooly is paid per 1,000 
sear es according to quality, from $1 to 8%. 
uring the planting season, however, he 
receives an advance of $ per month. 

“When the tobacco is in the fermenting 
sheds, the Chinese work in the sheds on 
‘contract until the planting season com- 
mences again. They are chiefly employed 
at sorting tobacco, and receive therefor 
three-fourths of a cent for each bundle of 
thirty-five to forty leaves. The payment 
af coolies on the estates is made on the 
lst and 16th of each month, when they are 
paid what they have earned, or given ad- 
vances, 

‘Besides Chinese, other coolies are em- 
ployed, namely: 

“Japanese, who, in the beginning, get $6 
@ month and the women $3 per month. 
They are used for roadmaking, shed build- 
ing and jungle cutting or clearing work. 
Their wages must be considered as a mini- 
mum; as soon as they learn their work they 
enter into contracts for piecework, and a 
good workman can earn as much as $12 per 
month, 

“Klings are also found in Deli, but they 
are comparatively few, as the British gov- 
ernment does not allow the emigration of 
laborers to Netherlands India. Those 
Klings who manage to get over work as 
cattle Keepers and roadmakers, and earn 
from $6 to 39 per month. 

“For jungle cutting $10 to $30 per 1,900 
square fathoms are paid, according to the 
nature of the wood that has to be felled. 
This is done in gangs, and each man’s 
share comes to between $2 and $5. 

“For cutting long grass (lalang), a man 
receives $5 as maximum for 10,00 square 
fathoms. 

“Plowing is paid for by the month. With 
a plow and two pair of buffaloes one 
third of a field, or one-fourth of a bouw, 
can be plowed per day. A Japanese or 
Kling gets for this $8 per month, and for 
looking after the buffaloes $2. A boy for 
driving the buffaloes and keeping off the 
mosquitoes receives $3 to $4. 

“Having made up my mind to obtain a 
supply of the seed of the plant in question, 
if any was at all obtainable, and recog- 
nizing from the statement made me by the 
acting Dutch consul general that.this would 
be extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
through official channels, I sought to do so 
through private ones and, thanks to the 
kind assistance of a leading merchant ex- 
tensively. engaged in trade with Sumatra, 
have at length succeeded in procuring a lot 
of what he informs me is from the best 
plants the island produces. This lot of seed 
I shall avail myself of the best opportunity 
to forward you, with the request that one- 
fifth of it be handed over to Senator Samuel 
Pasco, of Florida, who has written me for 
some, and that the remainder be transmit- 
ted to the honorable, the secretary of agri- 


culture.”’ 
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APPROPRIATIONS CONSIDERED. 


Work of the House Yesterday in 
Detail. 

Washington, February 28.—As soon as 
the journal was read, the house went into 
consideration of the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill for the year 
ending Jure 30, 1897, ard twenty-one pages 
of it were disposed of before adjournment, 

In the course of the general debate, which 
lasted until nearly 2 o’clock, Mr. Grout, 
republican, of Vermont, a member of the 
‘committee on appropriations, read a speech 
in favor of a sound and stable currency. 

Of the sections of the bill which passed 
under consideration, only one excited much 
debaie—that relating to clerks for repre- 
sentatives over which the annual fight took 
place. Mr. Tawney, republican, of Min- 
nesoia, moved to make their employment 
continuous instead of during the sessions 
of congress only, but this was ruled out 
on a point of order made by Mr. McCall, 
republican, of Tennessee, that it changed 
existing law, and was, therefore, inadvisa- 
ble upon an appropriation bill. The fea- 
ture of the discussion Was Mr. DeArmond’s 
‘bitter attack tipon the amendment, which 
he characterized as a raid on the treasury 
without the right or justice, a salary grab 
as much as the infamous measure known 
by that name and a stench in-the nostrils 
of honest men. The chairman of the com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Payne, republican, 
‘of New York, sustained the point of order, 
reversing a ruling made in the last cone 
gress under similar conditions, and Mr. 
Tawney, taking an appeal from the ruling, 
it was sustained by the committee 102 to 43. 

A message from President Cleveland, ve- 
toing the bill authorizing the leasing of 
the school lands of Arizona, was laid be- 
fore the house and made the special order 
for tomorrow. 

The conference report on 
pension appropriation bill and the report 
of the election committee No. 1, confirm- 
ing Mr. Jones’s title to his seat as repre- 
sentative from the first district of Virginia, 
were agreed to. At 4:45 the house took a 
recess until 8 o’clcck this evening, when 
in committee of the whole, Mr. Hopkins, 
of Illincis, in the chair, considered and 
laid aside with favorable recommendation 
nine private pension bills with others or- 
dered to be reported to the house.

FOR A CANAL THAT WILL CHEAP- 
EN THE RATES 


For Iron and Coal to the Guif—An 
Appropriation for the Work Will 
Be Recommended. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 28.—(Special.) 
A preliminary inspection of the route from 
the Birmingham district to lock No. 18 
on the Warrior river for a canal, was made 
this week by City Engineer Julian Ken- 
drick and Engineer John A. Milner. The 
proposed canal will give a waterway from 
the Birmingham district to Mobile bay 
and the gulf, and make the rate for iron, 
steel, coke, coal and other products of 
this district one-fifth of what they are 
now. The project is being urged by Mayor 
Van Hoose, of Birmingham. A few days 
ago he and several gentlemen from this 
district went before the nouse committee 
on rivers and harbors at Washington and 
asked for an appropriation to have @ sur- 
vey made for the canal. 

A letter received from Hon. Hooker, the 
chairman of the committee, states that an 
appropriation for the work will be recom- 
mended, and he almost assures the adop- 
tion. The preliminary investigation by two 
of the best civil engineers in the state was 
a most satisfactory one. It was found 
that streams called creeks between Birm- 
ingham and the Warrior river flowed more 
water than the nearest river. ‘The’ build- 
ing of the canal means unbounded success 
for all industries in the district.

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Trade Quiet in the South. 


————— 


New York, February 28.—R. G. Dun & 
Co, will say tomorrow in their weekly re- 
view of trade: 

Failures in thre@. weeks of February 
show liabilities of $10,889,936 against $8,522, - 
028 last year, and $11,420,418 in 1894. Failures 
for the week have been 278 in the United 
States against 250 last year and 58 in Can- 
ada against 38 last year, 

In some quarters business gains at the 
west rather than at the east, but there 
is no genera] change for the better, though 
hopefulness stil] predominates. Foreign 
affair grows more pacific, but the want of 
sufficient demand for the products of great 
industries still retard actual improvement. 

Strikes of some importance in garment- 
making and kindred lines affect trade in 
Chicago and Baltimore, but there are fewer 
labor difficulties..than usual as existing 
conditions warn wage-earners that con- 
troversies at this time are unwise. Specu- 
lative market shows little life. 

The volume of business does not im- 
prove. Exchanges through the principal 
clearing. houses show 197 per cent gain 
over last year, but the month’s compar- 
ison with 1893 is the only instructive one, 
and shows a decrease of 20.7 for Feb- 
ruary. 

The market: for textile goods is disap- 
pointing. Material reductions in cottons 
have not brought out the needed demand 
and a further decline in Lawrence L. L. 
brown sheetings this week to 4% cents 
corresponds with the reports that mills 
of some importance may prefer to arrest 
production for a time unless the demand 
improves. Clay worsteds are again a 
Shade lower; the range for all woolens 
is scarcely 1 per cent higher than a year 
ago, although wool is more than 7 per 
cent higher, and a go00d many mills are 
closing or reducing time. The feature 
in iron has ‘been the large demand for 
wrought and cast pipe. Large orders for 
Structural are received at Chicago and 
expected at the east, as building plans 
are unusually large, but sheets sell slow- 
ly and rails very little, though bar is fairly 
active with many orders coming for cars. 
Iron quotations average 2 per cent Jower 
for the week hecause of the drop in Bes- 
semer at Pittsburg to $12.50, and in gtay 
forge to $10.75. The demand for boots 
and shoes gains very little. Exports of 
domestic products from New York for 
three weeks show a gain of 16 per cent 
over last year, while imports in the same 
time scarcely increase. But export bills 
are diminishing rapidly at this season, 
while large imports haturally come in suc- 
ceeding months and many Security bills 
have to be met in the near future. It is 
believed by many that gold exports are 
not far off. 

Bradstreet’s on the Situation. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: Change- 
able, and at times unseasonable weather 
has continued to unfavorably influence -the 
distribution of general merchandise. Rel- 
atively the most active movement has 
been of shoes, groceries,.dry goods, mil- 
linery and..light hardware, but on the 
whole the merchandise movement has not 
materially improved. Jobbers at large 
western centers’do not anticipate a heavy 
spring trade, as the outlook is for retailers 
carrying over larger stocks than expected. 

Unsatisfactory conditions prevail in the 
cotton goods, woolen, iron and steel in- 
dustries. Jobbers in products of cotton 
mills report that trade dfags, notwith- 
standing cut rates, and that the outlook 
is that there will be more idle cotton mill 
machinery. Demand for woolen goods is 
slower and stocks in hands of retailers 
are heavier than when last reported. 

In addition to renewed activity in the 
glass industry, large orders, spring deliv- 
ery, are being placed for boots and shoes 
at the more important distributing centers 
and manufacturers report trade active 
and prospects encouraging. Leading 
money markets are easier at the close, 
but mercantile collections south and par- 
ticularly west, have fallen off and are 
unsatisfactory. 

South general trade is quiet and slow in 
nearly all lines, there being an exception 
as to agricultural implements at Mem- 
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at Atlanta, and in the 
movement of stapleg at New Orleans. 

Relatively unsatisfactory reports irom 

western merchandise markets are the rule, 

but Omaha reports an improvemer:t in bus- 

iness with Indian corn moving more rapid- 

ly. and Duluth the prospect of a good 

though late spring trade. 


A PEEPING TOM. 


CITIZENS OF OPELIKA THINE 
THEY HAVE A SCOUNDREL 


Who Has Been Terrifying Ladies in 
That City for Years—Great Ex- 
citement There. 


Opelika, Ala., February 28.—(Specia!.)— 
For years the citizens of Opelika have 
been terrorized by the action of an un- 
known party called ‘“‘Peeping Tom.’ It 
was his custom to go to residences where 
the male members were absent and fright- 
en the women by endeavoring to break 
in. He would also talk boldly and impu- 
dently to them while he was trying to 
force an entrance. 

For years he has rendered it unsafe for 
ladies to remain at home after dark and 
all efforts to captur» or kill him have 
failed. 

Last night about 3 o’clock he endeavored 
-to enter a residence in the center of the 
city, and failing, went to another one and 
knocking on the door, demanded admit- 
tance. The lady bravely gave an alarm 
over the telephone, while the party was 
cursing her and endeavoring to break open 
the front door. 

Then fearing capture, the miscreant fled 
just before help came. As a heavy rain 
had just fallen, it was easy to follow 
the tracks, which led to the house of a 
nerro named Webster White. The officers 
knocked at his door, but were refused ad- 
mittance, White saying he had not been 
out of the house. The officers waited 
until day, when he opened the door, and 
captured him. His shoes were found to 
be covered with mud. He denied being 
the party, but the lady positively identi- 
fied his voice. He was carried before the 
county court today and waiving trial, 
was put under a $1,000 bond to appear at 
the circuit court on a charge of assault 
with intent 40 rape. He being unable to 
make bond, is confined in the county jail. 
There has been a considerable crowd on 
the streets all day and much subdued feel- 
ing. ‘here is no telling where 
matter will end, as the people are wrought 
up over the affair. The negroes are talk- 
ing of holding an indignation meeting over 
the arrest of White. If they do there will 
be trouble.

How the Wounded in Thursday's Fight 
Are Getting Along, 


MR. MULKEY MAY RECOVER. 


Although the Chances Are 
Him—A Plucky Blacksmith. 
Other News. 


Rome, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)—The 
smoke of conflict has cleared away and 
the wonnded are all resting easily. 

It is now thought that Patrolman Mil- 
lard Mulkey has a fighting chance for 
recovery, but his condition is precaricus. 
A peculiar feature of his injuries Was 
the fact that the bullet which struck him 
in the back and passed through his body, 
grazed the spinal column and eo affected 
the optic nerve as to render him totally 
blind until a late hour last night, when 
he began slowly to recover sight. His vis- 
ion is still unsteady. 

Partial paralysis also resulted from the 
wound, and the physicians express a doubt 
as to whether, in case of his recovery, 
he will ever regain the use of his limbs. 
It is the general impression that if he 
survives, he will be permanently crip- 
pled. 

The bullet that struck him at the base 
of the brain was deflected by the thick 
bone of the skull, and did not penetrate 
to the brain, in which instance death 
would have been instantaneous. 

The Ex-Sheriff’s Wounds. 

Ix-Sheriff Morgan Matthis lies in a 
very uncertain condition. The bullet that 
passed through his arm entered the bouy, 
and as a result, he has been spitting 
blood and his death may occur at any 
time, although he has a slight chance for 
recovery. 

Dick Treadaway, who was shot in the 
foot, jerked Mr. Matthis to one side, just 
as the shooting began, ovoreventing the 
bullet striking him squarely in the breast 
and causing instant death by passing 
through the heart. Treadaway’s wound Is 
slight and causes him little inconvenience. 


A Game Blacksmith. 


One of the gamest men in the whole af- 
fair was Bud White, who took his wounds 


with indifference and unconcern, although 
the end of his finger, right at tne nail, 
was torn off and the ball passed through 
the muscle of his right arm and lodged 
under the skin. 

White is a magnificent specimen of man- 
hood, weighing about 225 pounds. In the 
terrific battle between the whites and ne- 
groes, at Valley Head, above here, some 
years ago, White was shot all to pieces 
and bears the marks of seven bullet holes 
in his body from that tragic affair. After 
receiving all these wounds he raised a 
double-barreled shotgun with his left arm, 
his right being disabled, and blew the 
top of the negro’s head off who had emp- 
tied his pistol into his body. . 


An Insurance Policy. 


Charlie Hagan was the luckiest man of 
the lot. The thirty-eight-caliber bullet 


passed through his leg, near the knee, just 
grazing the bone, and inflicting a painful 
wound. 

But he had just taken out an accident pol- 
icy and had his papers fixed up this morn- 
ing, and will draw $50 a week during the 
period of his disability. 

Miss: Debbs is permanently injured, the 
bullet tearing through the tendons of her 
hand and inflicting a wound that will prob- 
ably stiffen the fingers. 

Still in Jail. 

Vincent T. Sanford is still in jail and 
has retained as counsel Judge Joel Bran- 
ham and Hoskinson & Harris. So soon 
as the nature of Mulkey’s wounds will 
permit he will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing and his bond will be fixed. 

His brother arrived here this morning 
and there will be no trouble in his securing 
bondsmen for any amount, as the public 
generally feel that he acted in self-defense. 

The principal things against him are that 
he had a reputation as a fighter and has 
been into quite a number of rows here 
previous to this one, and the fact that he 
shot Mulkey after the latter had fallen 
from the effects of his first bullet. 

When interviewed today Sanford said 
that he was not conscious of what he was 
doing under the excitement of the moment. 
when Mulkey’s bullets were flying around 
him and he was expecting every moment 
to receive his death wound. 

It is said by a number of people who 
were present that there was another shot 
fired at Sanford from behind, but by whom 
the accounts differ. It will probably be 
rd we tape when the matter comes up for 
trial. 

All the parties implicated were summon- 
ed to appear at police court this morning, 
but the cases were adjourned, owing to the 
condition of affairs.

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BRIDGES’S SHORTAGE. 


Report of the Investigating Committee 
Submitted. 

Rome, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)—To- 
night the Bridges investigation committee 
handed in a report. The committee has 
been at work every day, and till late at 
night since February lith. . Among other 
th.ngs the report says: 

“The results of our work to date indicate, 
li‘st that Mr. Bridges, as county sx hoo! 
commissioner, has incurred a large short- 
age; that $1,727.51 is due the city of Rome, 
on account of public school funds, paid by 
the state to the city for the years 1844 and 
1895. How far beyond this the shortages may 
extend we cannot now say, having thus far 
only got into the letter B, in the alphaberi- 
cal list of the teachers of tae county. One 
teacher, controlling a large school in the 
couaty, and who was entitled to $804.12 for 
tne years 1894 and 1895, has received in 
cash $851, thereby being overpaid the 
amount of $47. This same teacher, as shown 
by stubs of certificate books, has had is- 
sueu in his name $9383 worth of other certifi- 
cates, not inciuded in the £851 above set 
forch as having been paid nim. What be- 
came of these certificates, so issued, it is 
impossible for us to tell. Where they have 
gone and who has rece.ved the benefit of 
them, it is questionable whether we will 
ever know. We had found, however, that 
some of these certificates were disposed of 
by Bridges, either wy sale or put up as 
collateral to various money brokers in the 
city, but what ultimately became of them 
we can’t find out, for there is no attempt: to 
shew ihat the teacher ever reveived them. 

“This condition of things applies nut only 
to this one teacher, out many others, so 
far as we have gone. In addition to this; 
various checks given to teachers have 
issued for one amount, cashed by the bank 
at that amount, and now are found in the 
office, raised to larger amounts, and at 
these larger amounts charged to the teach- 
er. The committee has now got everything

town early this morning minus his prisoner. 

It seems that after getting into the 
woods, Bowden turned the tables by 
making Smith captive and he had to go 
where Bowden dictated. 

Escape of Bowden. 

They went to the home of a relative of 
Bowden, and procuring a horse he mounted 
and bid the coroner goodby and departed. 

A message was received here this after- 
noon from Adairsville, stating that there 
were good reasons to believe that Bowden 
was at a house at that place. 

Officers went down on the evening train, 
returning at 11 o’clock tonight. They made 
a thorough search of the suspected house, 
but with no success. 

The body of the girl was taken from 
the old well today. Witnesses state that 
there was a rope around her neck and 


arms. 
Bowden Surrounded. 

A runner came in town about 6 o'clock 
tonight,. bringing the news that this after- 
noon some men went to the home of Mr. 
Dick Bowden, an uncle of Frank Bowden’s, 
for the purpose of searching the place, 
but were informed by.Mr. Bowen that the 
search could not take place without a 
search warrant. ‘ 

While the men were off after the 
warrant, Frank Bowden was seen to leave 
the house and go into a barn on the place. 
Parties at once surrounded the barn and 
sent for the sheriff. 

Several parties left here tonight, 
have not returned up to midnight. 

A farmer came into town tonight verify- 
ing the news brought in earlier, and states 
positively that Frank Bowden is in the 
barn.

Cuban Independence in Sight. 

By a vote of 64 to 6 the senate yes- 
“terday adopted resolutions recognizing 
the existence of a state of open warfare 
in Cuba, declaring the neutrality of the 
United States as between the Cuban 
patriots and the Spanish government, 
and according to each “all the rights of 
belligerents in the ports and territory 
of the United States.” 

In addition to this the _ resolutions 
adopted request the president “to inter- 
pose his friendly offices with the Span- 
ish government for the recognition of 
the independence of Cuba.” 

The resolutions adopted go even fur- 
ther than the friends of the struggling 
patriots hoped for, because it was not 
expected a week ago that the ciuse for 
which they are fighting would receive 
any further recognition at this time than 
the sympathy expressed in according 
them the rights due belligerent powers. 

It is probable that the house will vote 
on the senate resolutions on Monday, 

‘and it is practically certain that they 
will be adopted with the approximate 
ananimity with which the senate dis- 
posed of them. 

It is impossible for any American who 
appreciates our own struggle for inde- 
pendence, or who sympathizes with the 
principle that caused the colonies to 
precipitate the struggle for independ- 
ence, to understand why any citizen of 
this country or any person holding an 
Official position of any sort under cur 
government should have the slightest 
objection to the recognition of the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban patriots 
who are fighting to free themselves 
from Spanish oppression. 

It is impossible to see why any citizen 
of this republic, of any religion, party 
or faction, should undertake to object 
to the movement which gives the op- 
pressed Cuban patriots the rights of 
belligerents—a fighting chance for 
their lives and their liberties. All that 
Such recognition means is that the 
Cubans shall be treated as prisoners of 
war when they are captured instead of 
suffering death as traitors, felons and 
malefactors; and that they shall have 
the same rights in American waters or 
on American land that the Spaniards 
enjoy. 

Could a great republic—a nation that 
has been described as the hope of the 
oppressed in all lands—do a smaller or 
& more insignificant thing than this to 
show to the world that it is still true 
to its destiny and that its people have 
hot lost all sympathy for those who 
are struggling for human rights. As 
matters now stand the Spaniards can 
come to this country and purchase arms 
and ammunition to be employed against 
those who are fighting for precisely the 
Same principle that our forefathers 

fought for, and which they largely won 
by the aid and recognition of the French 
“people; who were engaged in lighting 
the torch of liberty in the old world.

been too long delayed, will not only re. 
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vive hope in the breasts of the strug- 
gling Cubans, but will be a sign to the 
nations of the earth, and a message to 
the oppressed in all parts of the world 
that the people of this republic, stand- 
ing on the heights of freedom, have 
not allowed the greed of gain and the 
selfishness of money getting to blunt 
their sympathies or to cause them to 
regard coldly the struggles of any peo- 
ple, no matter how poor or how humble 
they may be, who are engaged in fight- 
ing for the priceless boon of political 
liberty. 

It is for this principle the Cubans are 
fighting, and it was for this our revolu- 
tionary fathers fougkt. The Cuban rev- 
olution is the result of a protest on the 
part of the people of that island against 
oppressive taxation without representa- 
tion. The American colonies rebelled be- 
cause of a slight increase in the tax on 
imported articles, such as tea. Com- 
pared with the cost of the war which 
they inaugurated, the tax was a mere 
matter of moonshine. But it had been 
levied without their consent, and by a 
parliament in which they had no rep- 
resentation. Consequently, small as 
the tax was, they repudiated it, and en- 
tered upon a bloody and costly war 
rather than submit to the levy. 

If the Amefican cause was just the 
Cuban cause is juster, measured by the 
character and extent of the oppressions 
to which they have been subjected. Year 
after year they have been unmercifully 
bled by the Spanish government whose 
revenues owing to extravagance and 
maladminisiration, are not sufficient to 
meet the expenses engendered by a par- 
cel of silly spendthrifts. To meet the 
tremendous deficits of the Spanish treas- 
ury, the unfortunate Cubans have been 
bled and plucked by. taxation until hu- 
man nature can stand it no longer. They 
have resolved to free themselves from 
Spanish oppression, and they are now 
fighting for their political liberties with 
a devotion, and a self-sacrificing devo- 
tion, that is entirely worthy of the holy 
cause in which they are engaged. 

For it is a holy cause, no matter 
where, or when, or how it is cham- 
pioned. There has been a disposition in 
Some quarters to belittle the Cuban 
revolution as an affair carried on by 
“poverty-stricken _half-breeds.” The 
very least that can be said of the 
Cubans is that they are as good as 
their Spanish oppressors—and the fact 
that they know how to die in the sacred 
cause of liberty shows that they are 
far more enlightened than the Span- 
iards. 

As far as their poverty is concerned, 
they may plead in extenuation the fact 
that never in the history of the world 
were the people of a nation poorer than 
those who fought for American inde- 
pendence and won it. Right here in 
the state of Georgia the patriots who 
fought against the British were for 
months at a time houseless, homeless 
and on the verge of starvation. 

Cuban independence is in sight! 


One Flag and One People. 

The New York Sun is unwilling to 
give up the proposed ‘blue and gray 
parade in the metropolis on the Fourth 
of July next, but in view of the fact 
that the leading confederates who have 
been consulted do not feel disposed to 
take hold of the affair, since the com- 
mander of the, Grand Army has ob- 
jected to it, it will probably be the best 
policy to abandon -the idea. 

We believe that the demonstration 
would be a brilliant success, and that 
it would stimulate the loyalty and pa- 
triotism of the people of every section. 
It would, moreover, convince foreign na- 
tions that we are a united people, with 
one flag and one destiny. 

But we can get along without the 
parade. The loyalty of the ex-confed- 
erates is no longer doubted by even the 
most bitter partisan, and the southern 
people no longer cherish the slightest 
ill will toward the men who wore the 
blue. 

The fraternal feeling between the sec- 
tions has been steadily growing for a 
generation, and the unpleasant memo- 
ries of the late struggle will soon be as 
completely wiped out as the angry pas- 
sions which once caused our English 
ancestors to plunge into the great civil 
conflict known as the war of the roses. 

If the leading union veterans are op- 
posed to a parade of ex-confederates and 
federals in a northern city the scheme 
should be given up, but it may be re- 
marked in. passing that there is no 
southern city which would object to a 
parade of northern veterans. The Grand 
Army had a very cordial reception at 
Louisville, and Atlanta would have 
gladly welcomed it. 

Possibly there is a little of the old 
war and sectional sentiment still lin- 
gering in the north, but it would be 
dificult to find any of it in the south. 
No region is more thoroughly Ameri- 
can in sentiment than the section south 
of the Potomac. 


».... 
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A Policy of Progress. 

One of the most promising signs of 
the times is the liberal policy recently 
inaugurated by some of the leading 
southern railways. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
for instance, is doing splendid work in 
aiding the development of the country 
along its line. The travelers who knew 
Newnan, LaGrange and West Point and 
other towns ten years ago would hardly 
know them now. 

West Point, especially, has made rapi& 
progress. Its cotton factories give em- 
ployment to a large number of people, 
and distribute a large amount of money 
every week. Among these mills are the 
Lanette, managed by Mr. L. Lanier, the 
West Point mill, and the Huguley mill. 

All along the line of the road may be 
seen evidences of prosperity and thrift. 
The towns are growing, and the farms 
are increasing in value. Settlers are 
coming in and the entire country is be- 
ginning to bloom like a garden. 

The policy of the company speaks for 
itself. Even a new town like Manchester, 


state on ac- 
count of its exceptional educational, 
social, climatic and other advantages. 
It is to be hoped that every railway 
in Georgia will follow the example of 
the Atlanta and West Point. This is 
the way to build up manufacturing cen- 
ters like West Poinf, and it also causes 
the villages and farming districts to be 
settled by a well to do.and progressive 
class of people. Undoubtedly, a liberal 
policy on the part of the mailways pays 
from every point of view. It increases 
the business of the roads and draws 
enterprise and capital. 


A Reason for Senator Hill. 

The other day Senator Hill, of New 
York, was looking around under the 
seats in the senate to see if he could 
find a reason why he should support 
the resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion of recent bond sales and dickers. 
He said that nobody had made a charge, 
and when a senator came forward with 
a charge Mr. Hill refused to listen and 
took refuge in the darkest room his rea- 
gon could have invented—namely, that 
the people had no right to have an in- 
vestigation, or words to that effect. 

If Mr. Hill has not changed his mind 
—if his convictions have not engaged 
board and lodging in another quarter 
(for they are a restless and an easy lot— 
we can give him one good reason why 
there should be an investigation. It is 
from the pen of Mr. Thomas Hitchcock, 
a retired banker, who, writing as “Mat- 
thew Marshall,” is the financial editor 
of The New York Sun. Mr. Hitch- 
cock is not only one of Mr. Hill’s con- 
stituents, but he is a very able one. He 
is an ardent believer in the British 
gold standard. Here is what Mr. Thom- 
as Hitcheock says of the work of the 
bond syndicate: 

How completely it has dominated the 
treasury department was again shown on 
Wednesday in the award to the syndicate, 
at its own price, of the $4,500,000 and up- 
ward of the so-called “defaulted’’ new g0v- 
ernment bonds. By all the rules of law 
these bonds should have been sold for the 
account of the purchasers, after due notice 
to them, on the best terms attainable, and 
if the sale resulted in a loss to the govern- 
ment, proceedings should have been taken 
to make them pay it. The assertion that 
the syndicate was “entitled’’ to the bonds 
under their bid for $100,000,000 is without 
foundation. No bidder became entitled to 
anything by virtue of his bid. The treas- 
ury circular of January 6th not only did not 
promise to award the bonds to the highest 
bidders, but it distinctly reserved the power 
to reject any or all of their bids. 
only when the allotments were made to 
them that they acquired any rights, and 
the allotments closed the bargain on both 
sides. ‘The pretense that the Morgan syn- 
dicate bid remained open, and that under 
it the syndicate could at any time after it 
was made have been compelled to take 
and pay for bonds in excess of its allot- 
ment, is absurd. Equally absurd is the 
claim that the contract made by the first 
allotment of the defaulted bonds was abro- 
gated by the mere default in making the 
first payment on them. The secretary of 
the treasury failed to stipulate that such 
should be the penalty of a default, and his 
action in refusing to accept payment for 
the bonds after the day fixed for it was 
an exercise of purely arbitrary power, 
which, in the case of private citizens, a 
court of equity would have restrained. 
The upshot of the matter is that the ad- 
ministration has succumbed to Mr. Mor- 
gan’s demands in a most cowardly fashion, 
and has made a present to his syndicate 
of over $250,000, which should have gone into 
the national treasury. 

Now, as the “usufruct” of the bonds 
belongs in the first place to the people 
and not to Mr. Carlisle, nor yet to the 
dickering bankers, there is no reason 
why the people should not know the 
true inwardness of this and other trans- 
actions equally as suspicious. 

Why should a syndicate dominate the 
treasury department? ‘Why should Mr. 
Carlisle succumb to it in so cowardly a 
fashion? What is the secret of it? What 
is behind it? Wh¥ should the interests 
of the people be sacrificed to those of 
private bankers in New York? More- 
over, why should Senator Hill desire to 
stand in the way of an investigation? 


. 


The Leaven Is Working. 

In a dispatch from Greenville, N. H., 
it is stated that on next Monday the 
hours of labor in the cotton mills of the 
Columbian Manufacturing Company, 
employing 600 hands, would be reduced 
from forty to thirty per week, “because 
of the small demand for goods.”’ These 
mills have been running on full time 
since Septembes of 1894. This fact 
shows that with the “soundness” of our 
money, the shortness of employment 
makes itself known. When the people 
have been robbed of half of their circu- 
lating medium the poor must suffer for 
want of money and for want of clothes 
to wear. There are more people in the 
country than ever. These people require 
an increased amount of material to meet 
their wants, but in the language of the 
dispatch, “there is such a small demand 
for goods that the mills will have to 
close down.” Employes will be out of 
work and women and children will suf- 
fer for want of bread. 

The leaven is working. Eastern work- 
ingmen who have been dragged along 
in the golden cavaleade are slowly dis- 
covering that with the depression of 
their southern and western customers, 
their own chances of employment are 
diminishing. The time i8s coming when 
the common people of New England 
will find out that their interests are 
identical with those of the west and 
south, and that they must unite against 
those who would sacrifice every other 
| interest in order to increase the pur- 
chasing power of a golden dollar. 


Will the People Be Fooled Again? 

Evidently the time has arrived when 
the money power doesn’t propose to 
stand any more hypocrisy and double- 
dealing on the part of its votaries, 
agents and instruments. Those who are 
manipulating the programme of shy- 
lockism have come to the conclusion 
that the policy of deception will not 
pay even in a bad cause. 

We have already referred in another 
place to the official announcement of 
the purpose of the money power to 
seize the conventions of both parties 
by their goozles (so to speak) and com- 
pel them to indorse the British gold 
standard and currency contraction. On 
this line and in this direction, we find 
from The New York Evening. Post that 
Mr. McKinley, of high tariff fame, who

But Mr. Clews 
hooted at the idea that he was incon- 
sistent. “We have nominated Har- 
rison,” he said, “and if we can now 
nominate Cleveland I can afford to go 
home and go to bed.’ This meant, of 
course, -that the interests behind the 
single gold standard had already 
pledged both of these candidates to car- 
ry out the gold standard policy. So 
that no matter which candidate had 
been elected, the money power was cer- 
tain that the British gold standard 
would be maintained. 

While the dear people were going 
about howling for one candidate or the 
other and while both parties were lam- 
ming each other with the stuffed clubs 
of protection and tariff reform, the 
money power had already secured both 
candidates, and could well afford to go 
to bed and tuck the cover around its 
ears. 

However, as Abraham Lincoln said, 
you can’t fool all the people all the 
time, and we are in hopes that voters 
of this country will have sense enough 
this year to cause the money power to 
lose considerable sleep.

The commendation of such men as 
Mr. Williams is something of which any 
newspaper might well be proud. The

The latest 
trustworthy estimates from Constantinople 
place the actual deaths at 40,000, the great 
majority being males, the breadwiunners cf 
the people. Of the survivors half a million 
have been reduced to extreme poverty, and 
two hundred and fifty thousand, mostly 
women and children, are in danger of star- 
vation, exposure and sickness, unless t).ey 
accept Mohammedanism or are relieved by 
foreign aid. Extensive relief is practicable. 
The sultan has officially authorized relief 
work, under the direction of the Arerican 
minister, Mr. Terrell, and the Britisn am- 
bassador, Sir Philip Currie. Protected by 
them, American residents and British con- 
suls are already distributing food and cioth- 
ing in.fifleen centers of the devastated re- 
gions. The salaries of all these trustwor- 
thy and competent agents are otherwise 
provided, so that all the money given goes 
directly to the sufferers.

THEY TALK POLITICS 


The presence in the city of a number of 
.cderal office holders, who seem to have 
come from the four corners of the earth, 
has naturally given rise to a great deal of 
talk of politics. The coincidence of their 
being here at the same time that the sec- 
retary of the interior is in Atlanta on busi- 
ness, causes the politicians to be suspicious. 
But then politicians are inclined to be sus- 
picious; and it may be simply as I put it at 
first—a “‘coincidence.’’ 

Without going into details it is a fact that 
during the past few days, while the secre- 
tary has been at home, a number of able 
and patriotic Georgians who hold positions 
under the interior department have made it 
convenient to drep in and make a call. 
These have been not only the men who hold 
Office in Georgia, but men who are ste<tion- 
ead in other parts of the country, some 
of them from the far west. 

The result is that a good many of the boys 
are asking: What does it all mean? And 
they are getting in reply no answe. 

The men who have been in consultation 
with the secretary are clamlike when the 
subject of this conference—was it a con- 
ference?—is mentioned. They say they just 
happened to be here “on business’ and 
when politicians are talking, this word 
“‘business’’ is like charity—it covers a mul- 
titude of sins. 

All of which lets the bars down to all 
sorts of guess work. Guess work is not 
very reliable, even in politics, so nobody 
really knows the object of this getting to- 
gether, though each has-his own version— 
and some of the versions agree with some 
otners. 


The Blue Ridge Post is evidently a warm 
and hearty admirer of Chairman Steve 
Clay, of the state executive committee. In 
his last edition, .Editor McKinney inter- 
prets the feeling in that part of Georgia 
in this way: 

“That noble Georgian, A. S. Clay, with a 
true heart and sunshiny disposition, was 
up Tuesday of last week on business. Eve- 
rybody likes Steve. They can’t help it. He 


. treats all alike and will always be found in 


a good humor. When Governor Atkinson 
serves one more term we want to see Steve 
governor. But we want Atkinson to serve 
one more term because he deservs to.’’ 


The talk of Hon. Allen Candler as a 
senatorial possibility seems to meet the 
approval of a good many of the newspaper 
boys and they are taking occasion to say 
many mice things about the secretary of 
state. The Savannah Press, for instance, 
says: “It is certainly true that he has 
never entered a public office that he did 
not fill well.’’ 

Commenting upon this The Gainesville 
Eagle gives its strong indorsement and 
adds: 

‘‘And in this dispensation of small poli- 
ticians, cheap demagogues and panderers 
to prejudice, it is refreshing to turn to 
the admirable old gentleman who now 
quietly sits in the office of secretary of 
state. Who does not love to contemplate 
his wholesome political career, without a 
spot or a blemish? When the restless hour 
of the cheap politician shall have passed— 
and it will surely pass—then we shall see 
the public esteem for such men as Allen 
Candler again find full expression. And 
that will be a good day for the people.” 

The Toccoa News comments upon the 
suggestion in this way:

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WAS THERE A DELAY ? 


Complaint About the Ambulance Ser- 
vice. 


Superintendent Brewster, of the Grady 
hospital, says that there was no delay on 
the part of the hospital in sending the 
ambulance after Howard, the young negro 
who was run over by a train at Forsyth 
street crossing Wednesday morning. He 
says that the ambulance call was answered 
immediately. 

The police say that there was no delay 
on their part in notifying the hospital 
authorities when the call came to them 
over the telephone. They say that they 
telephoned the hospital officials immediately 
after receiving the call. : 

The officials of the Southern Messenger 
service maintain that there was @ great 
delay somewhere. Just where that delay 
was caused cannot be learned. That there 
was a delay, and a serious one, is claimed 
by many who happened in the vicinity of 
the accident, and several vigorous com- 
plaints have been made. The ambulance 
service is being criticised, and several 
complants have come to The Constitution. 

Dr. Brewster was asked about the case 
in point, and he said that when the call 
came for the ambulance in the Howard 
case it was sent at once. Sate 


Both Legs Mangled. 


by a Central train under the Forsyth street 
bridge he was picked up with both of his 
legs frightfully mangled. Both were run 
over by the wheels of the train, and the 
negro was near to death. It was thought 
by those who ran to him that Howard 
could not survive, and a quick call was 
made for the ambulance. Harry Northy, 
@ messenger employed by the agency 
mentioned, says that he ran to a telephone 
near the accident and telephoned to the 
police station for the ambulance and a 
surgeon. He says that he got immediate 
connection, and that the message reached 
the police promptly. 


Hauled Away on a Dray. 


After waiting for some time, about a half 
hour, it is claimed, the suffering negro 
was placed on a ray and hauled to the 
hospital in great agony. While on the 
way the ambulance was passed, and it 
returned to the institution without the 
patient. The negro suffered by. the rough 
ride through the streets on a jolting dray, 
and he was followed by a curious crowd. 
Great indignation was expressed on the 
streets, and much abuse of the ambulance 
service was heard. 

Call Officer’ Tysor received the call for 
the ambulance at the police station. He 
says that he answered the telephone, and, 
without leaving the instrument, called up 
the hospital and notified the authorities 
that the ambulance was wanted at Forsyth 
street. The officer says that only one 
call was received at the station house, and 
that there was positively less than a min- 
ute’s delay there. The ambulance is_usual- 
ly at the police station, but this time it 
happened to be at the hospital. Under the 
rules of the hospital, the ambulance is not 
allowed to leave the police station until in- 
structed to do so by one of the hospital 
staff, and it must then go from the station 
to the hospital after a surgeon before 
starting for the patient. 

Sent It at Once. 

Delays are often occasioned by the latter 
rule. It requires some time for the am- 
bulance to get to the hospital and then 
start to the scene of an accident, but in 
the case of Howard the delay resulted from 
something else. Dr. Brewster says that 
just as soon’as the call reached the hos- 
pital, one of the surgeons quickly jumped 
on the ambulance, which was standing in 
front of the door at the time, and ordered 
a negro porter at the hospital to drive to 
the accident scene at once. The regular 
driver, Owens, was down in the engine 
room at the time, and he was left rather 
than delay the ambulance until he could 
be sent for to drive. Dr. Brewster says 
that the ambulance certainly reached the 
negro just as quickly as the horses could 
run from the hospital to Forsyth street. 


Say It’s Imagination. 


The police and hospital authorities main- 
tain that the delay in the case is imagina- 
tive on the part of those with the injured 
negro. They believe that in the excite- 
ment those who called the ambulance for 
the negro imagined that half an hour had 
passed, when in reality only ten or twelve 
minutes was recorded by the time clocks. 
The message service people and others de- 
clare that the delay was much greater. 

The hospital authorities are about to 
begin the erection of a stable and ambu- 
lance house on the hospital lot. When it 
is completed, the ambulance service will 
be greatly improved. The delay in going 
from the police station to the hospital as 
is now necessary will be done away with, 
and the ambulance will go direct from the 
hospital to the scene of the accident with 
@ surgeon. 


Why Was the Ambulance Slow? 


Editor Constitution—Referring to your ar- 
ticle of today in regard to the service ren- 
dered by the Grady hospital ambulance, or 
rather lack of service on the occasion of 
the accident to the man at Forsyth street 
bridge yesterday afternoon, the facts in this 
case are such as to call for an investiga- 
tion, and a prompt remedy should be vig- 
orously applied. 

The facts in the case are that within a 
minute after the accident occurred a young 
man by the name of Harry Northy, an 
employe of the Southern Messenger Compa- 
ny, obeying instructions of the manager 
of that company, turned in an urgent call 
over their system to the police headquar- 
ters for the ambulance, with full informa- 
tion as to the nature of the accident and 
the exact locality of its occurrence. This 
care was acknowledged and fully appre- 
ciating the fine discipline and equipment of 
the city’s fire and police departments the 
messenger company had not thought but 
that within ten minutes the ambulance 
would be beside the poor mangled fellow 
and the surgeon doing what was in his 
power to relieve his suffering, but aston- 
ishing as the statement may be, it is as- 
serted that the ambulance was so long in 
responding to the call that the poor vic- 
tim was finally tumbled on a b sewn and 
carted to the hospital, the ambulance, ac- 
cording to some reports, not arriving until 
an hour after the accident. 

This is hardly credible, but there was 
surely a terrible delay and undoubtedty 
fearful suffering resulted therefrom. is 
there not some unn red tape about 
getting out this ambulance? We are all 
liable to accident upon the streets and need 
to be removed quickly and with the least: 
possible ng reins and every citizen of 
Atlanta is interested in having the ambu- 
lance service which is established and 
maitained at their expense, as perfect as 
possible. In this case the fine service of 
the Southern Messenger Comzany was 
completely spoiled by the failure of some 
one to perform his duty. The messenger 
company states that their calls on the po- 
lice and fire departments are promptly 
responded to, but when one of the most 
important and urgent calls of all is wired 
to the ambu department, where a fel- 
low mortal is suffering most terrible agony, 
the circumlocution office causes this aw- 
ful delay and suffering.

A PRISONER’S REPENTANCE 


Services Conducted in the Presence of 


a Number of Criminals. 


THE FULL STORY OF PERKINS’S CRIME 


Declares That He Is Insane and Was 
Not Responsible—What He Has 
To Say. 


Standing in a big bathtub filled with 
water Dave Perkins, charged with assault 
with intent to murder, was baptized yester- 
day afternoon in the county jail while a 
crowd of curious criminals looked on. 

The scene was peculiar, was significantly 
solemn. A number of converts among the 
prisoners assisted in the ceremony, while 
others looked on and jeered. Perkins was 
dreadfully in earnest and his nervousness 
could not have been more pronounced if 
he was to have been hanged the next 
minute. He was trembling in every 
muscle. 

Perkins is a man of strange physiogno- 
my, with large, dilating eyes, a ponderous 
jawbone, accentuated by the sunken 
cheeks, over which a fringe of rugged 
brown beard hangs. He talks in a dis- 
connected, rambling way and there is evi- 
cence of weak mentality. In fact the 
prisoner declared that he is not exactly 
of sound mind and has “spells,’’ due to in- 
juries received in an explosion of dyna- 
mite some years ago. 

The crime for which he was arrested 
was serious. In November last he stepped 
into the store of Grocer Arnold on Mari- 
etta street. It is charged that, without 
provocation, he made a sudden attack 
upon the grocer and fractured his skull 
with a rock. It was thought that the man 
would die. Perkins has never been given 
a preliminary hearing. He insists upon 
his innocence and declares that he is not 
mentally responsible. 

It was 4 o’clocik yesterday afternoon 
when Chaplain A. B. Vaughn arrived at 
the jail. It was through the work of 
this preacher that the conversion of the 
prisoner was accomplished. Services are 
held at the jail every Sunday afternoon. 
In these the prisoners participate and 
take active interest. Due to this work a 
number have been influenced for good and 
have signified their intention of leaving 
their evil ways. 

As soon as Chaplain Vaughn arrived he 
Was conducted to that section of the jall 
where the prisoners are kept. In one end 
of the long corridor is a room containing 
a big bathtub in which the prisoners are 
in the habit of making their daily ablu- 
tions. 

This was filled with water. In the mean- 
time the prisoners began to gather. Those 
more spiritually inclined came to the cell 
where the services were to be held. Othe:s 
stood off to one side and laughed All 
types of criminals were there—murderers 
with the prospect of the gallows ahead, 
thieves, counterfeiters and prisoners of all 


varieties. 


Perkins was clad in a dingy suit. Be- 


fore the chaplain began the prisoners 
started up a song in which nearly a’ 
joined. It was a solemn tune Perkins 


stood in the center singing with the rest. 

Then the services were rend and in due 
form the ceremony of baptism performed. 
It was a solemn occasion and visibly ‘af- 
fected sdéme of the men. Perkins, pale, 
trembling and haggard, went back to his 
cell, where he changed his clothing. The 
ceremony lasted only a few moments. 

After the services the man was allowed 
to come out of the department where the 
rest of the prisoners are confined. He held 
in his hand a number of religious papers, 
among which was The War Cry. 

“T may have done wrong,” he said; “I 
didn’t intend to hurt Brother Arnold. I 
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PERKINS AND CHAPLAIN VAUGHN 
was under one of my spells. I was blown 
up with dynamite sme years aco and 
was injured in the heal. Off and on I 
haves pells and I don’t know what I am 
doing when I have them. I was walking 
down Marietta street and felt that one 
of those spells was coming on me. 1 step- 
ped into the store of Brother Arnold. The 
next thing I knew his son was beating 
me over the head. I must have said some- 
thing to them which they did not like. 
They say that I- picked up a rock and 
struck Brother Arnold on the head, but 
Il don’t remember anything about it. I 
have been in here ever since November 
and I have never been tried. I am willing 
to stay here and serve tiny sentence if I 
am guilty. I want to do anything that is 
right and will abide by what the law 
says.”’ 

Perkins is seriously impressed religiously 
and it is possible that he may become a 
prisoner preacher within the next few 
days. :

In response to this call there will be a 
large attendance of the church member- 
ship tomorrow morning and important ac- 
tion will be taken. 

Dr. Strickler announced a few days ago 
that he had not consMered the call and

decision to the congregation.

New York, February 28.—Unexpected fa- 
vorable Liverpool aavices- caused a rise 
here in the early transactions of 1@5 points, 
the near months showing the greatest 
strength, but later on, when Liverpool re- 
acted and considerable selling was done 
for local, southern and Liverpool account, 
prices reacted, and at one time were eq 
points lower than the closing figures of 
yesterday. Last prices were about 3 points 
lower for the day on this crop and un- 
changed for the next. The resolution 
introduced in the senate, recognizing tne 
belligerency of the Cubans, was also con- 
siderec as a somewhat disturbing factor, 
and so was the decline in the stock market, 
but the market was narrow and the changes 
in prices were accordingly slight. The 
decline in Liverpool is attributable partly 
to selling there by New York operators, 
and on the other hand Liverpool was sell- 
ing here.

‘said to be urgent, clearances large and the 
bad condition of the Argentine crop again 
confirmed, 

In corn the feeling has been steady, and 
prices show little change from yesterday. 
The chief interest is now centered in re- 
ceipts, which continue comparatively light. 
Prices will probably have to advance a 
little more hefore deliveries will fsecome 
heavy. 

Provisions show continued weakness. The 
selling seems to be largely of a liquidating 
character. Probably one of the weakest 
features to the market is the withdrawal 
of support from packers.

in issuing their rules practically conformed 
to regulations which had been enforced 
to some degree for years by all railroads 
and which had proved practicable. This 
State of affairs has obtained for some 
years, but recently, when railroads have 
been limited by legislation in the matter 
of rates, and in their efforts to save them- 
selves from absolute starvation have been 
compelled to live upon themselves and, 
like the bears, to suck their own paws, they 
have been faced with the problem as to 
how to give the public the same complete 
and elaborate service as they have done 
in the past whilsty making the necessary 
economies which would enable them to 
exist at all. 
of these economies has been accomplished 
by quick and economical handling of their 
rolling stock. This object and satisfactory 
service to the public can only be rendered 


, practicable by enforcing necessary rules 
' at such points as it was found necessary 


owing to cramped terminals or misunder- 
Standing on the part of a business com- 
munity as to the true inwardness of a 
freight car, viz: That it was intended for 
transportation of goods and not to be 
used as a warehouse. 

“The majority of the railroad lines in 
Georgia and Florida, recognizing the neces- 
sities of the occasion, but also mindful of 
the impossibility of taking such action in- 
dependently, on account of the natural 
weakness of the average railroad man, who 
is always anxious to oblige his friends and 
who might want to oppress his enemies, 
determined to put the enforcement of the 
rules in the hands of a manager who would 
inrpartialy administer them and act as 
an arbitrator between the railroads ahd 
their patrons, thus shielding the public 
from any ignorance or willful injustice on 
the part of railroad agents; said manager 
having full power to refund or annul any 
charges which might have been collected 
when they had accrued from many causes, 
witch are really beyond the control of

criminated against because car service 
rules were enforced at that point and not 
at Atlanta. The railroad commission in 
examining that case called the railroads 
before then?t, and the hearing that follow- 
ed developed the fact that the railroads 
stood ready to remove the cause of com- 
plaint. .1n spite of this showing, however, 
the commission passed an omnibus rule, 
reading as follows: ‘Railroads shall not 
discriminate between persons or places in 
storage or demurrage charges. If a rail- 
road company collects storage or demur- 
rage of one person under the demurrage 
rules, it must ccllect of al? who are liable. 
No rebate, drawback or other similar de- 
vice in charges will be allowed. If demur- 
rage is collected by a railroad company at 
one point on its line, it must collect at all 
points on its line of those liable under the 
rules of this commission.’ In attemfrpting 
to conform to the requirements of the com- 
mission as enunciated in the above rule 
the railroads are brought face to face with 
a proposition which seems to have no 
parallel in previous railroad management, 
and is so sweeping in its possible action 
as to be actually a paralyzer to the aver- 
age railroad man who sees the manifold 
complications which must inevitably arise 
if this rule is enforced. 

“The question is, what are the possibili- 
ties you allude to? An absolute wiping 
out of competition at certain points, or a 
total surrender on the part of a raiiroad 
of its rolling stock and terminals as fol- 
‘lows: Suppose a line of very short mileage 
in Georgia, or but scant supply of cars, 
has a connection outside of tiie state and 
reaches an important comrpetivive point in 
Georgia. It may conclude that it can 
better afford to surrender its right to 
charge demurrage, as it has but few points 
in Georgia or but few cars, and, control 
business at the competitive point, feeling 
quite satisfied that its competitor, which 
has a full equipment of many miles and 
many stations in Georgia, cannot afford

Say in Atlanta, who has paid amounts 
finds this out; the railroad can at once 
be fined for disobeying the commission’s 
rule; or if the agents play for safe and 
charge under all circumstances as provid- 
ed for, then the general pubtic will certain- 
ly have grievous cause of ‘complaint and 
the railroads are debarred from giving 
any relief, as.the commission says, ‘You 
shall not charge one man in the state of 
Georgia and not another under any cir- 
cumstances whatever.’ I merely cite these 
two instances; there are many other good 
redsons why the railroads should be al- 
lowed to exercise that wise discretion, 
which has been used in ev@éry department 
of business, and has been so exercised for 
years by the railroads without the right 
being questioned, such action being based* 
upon the fundamental principle that dis- 
crimination can exist without being unjust 
or oppressive. 

“The railroad commission of Georgia 
though, seems to have decided that no dif- 
ference, or, variation in treatment of the 
people of Georgia is permissible, it matters 
not what may be the circumstances, and the 
railroad must accept this verdict or become 
subject to the penalties made and provided 
for in such cases. The whole result of 
the rule is, that what on its face appears 
to be equality, and no discrimination what- 
ever, when enforced in reality is seen to be 
discrimination of the most unjust and op- 
pressive kind and often falls hardest on 
those least able to bear it.”’

BAKER FELL DEAD. 


DREAD CONSUMPTION HEMOR- 
RHAGE ATTACKS HIM. 
He Attempted To Reach the Street, 
but Fell on the Sidewalk, Ix- 
piring Soon Afterwards. 


Lon Baker, a respectable working negro, 
fell to the sidewalk in the throes of a 
hemorrhage at the corner of Edgewood 
avenue and Fort street at noon yesterday, 
expiring before he could be picked up. He 
was a sufferer from consumption. 

The negro worked at the market of 
Starnes, near the place of his death, until 
the dread disease incapacitated him for 
labor a few weeks ago. His employer ap- 
preciated the service rendered by the negro 
in the past and recently he has been pro- 
viding for him. 

About noon yesterday Baker stepped into 
the market, weak and frail from the in- 
roads of the disease.

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APLBA FOR PARDON 


Governor Atkinson Will Decide the Final 
Fate of Duncan. 


CONFERENCE HELD YESTERDAY 


Solicitor Hill Makes a Strong Plea to 
the Governor on Behalf of the 
Condemned Man. 


The fate of Adolphus Duncan now hangs 
in the balance, and his life has been 
placed in the hands of Governor Atkinson. 

If Governor Atkinson, after a careful 
perusal of the papers in the case and a 
review of the several trials given the n> 
gro, becomes convinced that a mistake 
has been made in his conviction, it will 
probably mean a pardon. 

If, on the other hand, the governor's 
opinion remains unchanged, the law will 
be allowed to take its course, and Duncan 
will hang on March 13th. The scaffold is 
practically ready to be placed in position, 
and unless executive clemency is exercised 
the execution will occur as prescribed by 
law. 

The atterneys who have fought the bat- 
tle for Iyuncan, accomy=snied by Solicitor 
Charley 3:.ill, held a long and earnest con- 
versation with Governor Atkinson yester- 
day afternoon at his office in the capimol. 
Several affidavits were read before the 
sovernor, and a personal appeal was made 
by Colonel Glenn in behalf of his client. 
To this was added the statement of Solic- 
itor Charley Hill, who represented the 
State in the prosecution of the negro. 

Governor Atkinson stated just before the 
conference was begun, that he had read 
most of the evidence and had made a 
careful review of the papers in the case. 
He was of the opinion that the evidence 
had been carefully prepared and from the 
first reading was strong and conclusive 
against the. condemned man. 

“We admit that the evidence is strong,” 
said Solicitor Hill, “and it was on the 
strength of this evidence that I prose- 
cuted the-man. But, may it please your 
excellency, I have been informed recently 
of many things which I did not know at 
the time the case was tried. Many devel- 
opments have come to light, and 1 wish 
to say that I heartily favor the staying 
of the sentence and the granting of a 
pardon.’”’ 


New Witnesses Turn Up. 
Many new affidavits favorable to Dun- 
can have been secured since the last trial 
resulted in a conviction, and these aftida- 
vits were made public yesterday afternoon. 
Governor Atkinson sat and quietly listen- 
ed while the papers were read before him. 
The reading of the affidavits occupied 
about an hour. 
An affidavit was read which was fur- 
nished by Mrs. Landis. She claimed that 
the negro had been imposed upon and 
in strong words practically set forth that 
Duncan had been tried and convicted un- 
der false evidence. Mrs. Landis gave an 
account of tne story which was told her 
of the assault by Mrs. Sanner herself, 
end she says in the affidavit that she was 
not surprised that Mrs. Sanner had heen 
assaulted, as she was frequently Known 
to go back and forth through the Woois 
at a late hour of the night. 
' Other aflidavits and statements werc 
read which were decidedly in favor of 
Duncan.

Solicitor Hill Asks for a Pardon. 


During the reading of the aflidavits 
Solicitor Hill listened and watched the ex- 
pression on the face of the Governor.

After the reading was concluded, he made 


'a straight out appeal for a pardon. 


“Governor, it have come tv your office 
this afternoon to personaily ask that you 
pardon Duncan,” said he, “and I assure 
you that I would not sleep if I thought the 
man was to be hung and knew him to be 
innocent l1 now do. 

‘Under the evidence I prosecuted Dun- 
can as faithfully and as conscientiously 
as 1 could. That was then. Now I have 
been informed of certain things that have 
entirely changed my mind, and 1 now Gce- 
sire that you pardon the man and set 
him free. It would be, in my opinicn, a 
great wrong to let the man- hang with 
the develeopments and lights which have 
been brought to my notice since the liast 
trial, 

“It seems to me that I have been ap- 
proached by nearly everybody in the city 
on the subject, and I have looked into 
the matter and am now convinced that 
Duncan should not be hanged, but should 
be pardoned outright.”’ 


There Is No Middle Ground. 


Governor Atkinson stated that many peo- 
ple had been to see him in behalf of Dun- 
can and he had also received many liet- 
ters on the subject. 

‘‘All who have spoken to me,”’ said the 
governor, “have asked that a pardon be 

ranted, as they said there was no mid- 
le ground. They have told mes that the 
offense of rape called for the sentence of 
death. With that as a basis, it means 
that Duncan, if guilty, must die; if inno- 
cent, he should be pareoned. Thet is 
the way all have put it and will, of course, 
be made the basis of my decision.”’ 

The governor suid that it had been his 
usual custom te look into all the details 
of the cases which were placed before him 
for his consideration, and that he wouia 
not deviate from his well-established 
habit. 

Governor Atkinson said it had always 
been a mystery to him why testimony of 
a vital nature would be withheld often 
when the life of a man was at stake, and 
which could be saved by the testimony of 
those who were acquainted with the 
facts. 

‘Tt remember,” said the governor, “Aa 
case which. came very near resulting in 
the execution of a man when the testimo- 
ny of an eye witaess would have saved 
him, perhaps, from even a commitment 
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‘trial. A man killed another several years 


ago, and a man was standing in his back 
yard and saw the whole occurrence. He 
was in a place where he was safe, and 
out of the excitement occasioned by the 
shooting, yet that man did not open his 
mouth and allowed the man who did the 
shooting in self-defense to be confined in 
jail for six months, and then tried for 
murder. 

“T have no doubt but that material evi- 
dence has been secured that is favorable 
to Duncan, and I will carefully consider 
the affidavits which have been read, and 
will then fermulate an opinion.” 


Would Set a Precedent. 


Solicitior Hill stated that, as a rule, the 
populace always demanded the life of a 
necro who was charged with committing 
rane upon the person of a white woman. 

‘Rut in this case, may it please your 
excellency, the sentiment of the public is 
in favor of Duncan, and several hundred 
have asked me to come up here and ask 
that you pardon the man. This seems 
to be sufficient to show that there is a 

reat reason for doubt in the case, and 
Y wish to place the matter before you in 
the strongest way in which I am able. 

Continuing, he said. that if the pardon 
was granted it would be the first time 
that a southern man and a governor of 
a state had pardoned a negro ch-rged 
with committing the offense of rape upon 
a white person. : 

From the statement made by the coun- 
sel and solicitor, it appeared that hun- 
dreds had asked that the negro be par- 
doned. The governor admitted that many 
prominent citizens ef the city who hed 
never seen Duncan, had called at his of- 
fice and insisted on the granting of a 


ardon.

STOCKADE BIRD LEAVES cCAP- 
TAIN VINING BEHIND. 


Elbert Is a Very Bad Negro—He Was 
Sent to the Stockade, but Left 
There Yesterday. 


Elbert Ware is a bad negro, with a dan- 
gerous gleam in his eye. He is a frequenter 
of cheap negro saloons and dives of the 
lowest order. By his braggart disposition 
and readiness to raise a disturbance on the 
sightest provocation, Ware is generally 
regarded as a terror by the large circle of 
sporting and other darkeys who know him. 

Not long ago Elbert started out one fine 
morning to have a good time. It is his 
particular aim in life to have a good time. 
On the morning in question he stuck a 
big, ugly gun in his rear pocket and pro- 
ceeded to fill up with red-eye liquor on 
Decatur street. His snappy temper and 
the snappy liquor quickly upset the negro, 
and he became a boiling, riotous menace 
to the peace. 

In his travels Elbert ran up against a 
darky, and without further provocation he 
whipped out his gun and threatened to 
shoot holes of various s.zes and dimensions 
through the obstreperous negro who did 
not take orf his hat to him, At that time 
a policeman appeared on the scene and took 
charge of Kibert, gun and all, and quickly 
landed him in a cell at the police station. 
The same afternoon Ware was sent ,to the 
city stockade by Judge Andy Calhoun, and 
he labored at tiat institution until yester- 
day morning. He Was sentenced to a term 
of thirty days at the farm for disorderly 
conduct, and at the end of the term he was 
to have been prosecuted for carrying con- 
cealed weapons, the latter a state court 
ofiense. 

Karly yesterday morning Ware was re- 
leased froin his cell in the stockade to 
get ready for work. As he walked out in 
tne hailway he suspected that the guards 
were not in the immediate vicinity, and, 
after standing about a moment, he quickly 
daried through an open door, pursued by 
Captain Vining and others. Elbert is 
nothing if not fleet-footed, and he started 
on arun for his liberty. He is thoroughly 
familiar with the topography of the coun- 
try about the stockade, and he had sense 
enough to run away from the city toward 
the country. Striking a bee-line for De- 
Kaib county, Elbert looked not to the 
right nor the left until he had safely landed 
in the precincts of that prosperous county. 
Captain Vining returned with a disap- 
po:nted and very tired feeling, after a 
chase of a mile or more. 

The police are looking for the negro 
again now. They say that he will return 
to the city.
